And if we 
muſt nor contend in words, much leſſein 
writing and printing. The tongue ((ayth 
| Saint 
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Saint James) is able to ſet the whole world on 
fire, if once it bee kindled with the coalc 
of contention. What then is like to bee 
the flame, when as if the tongue could 
not make it burne faſt enough, they pur 
paper to it, and ſer and ſend foorth books 
{ct on firefrom hell, ro caſt the coales a» 
broad, and to carry the flames where the 
rongue cannot reach? Books fraught full 
of nothing bur peſtilent and bitter malice, 
and the molt ſhameles,deſperate yntruths, 
that the Deuill che father of lies can helpe 
them todeuile. As if they were not writ- 
ten in defence, but in defianceof thetruth, 
and of all peaceand loue, modelty., and 
honelty, religion, God, and all that good 
is. And in which they ſpare nor, to ſpit 
their poyſon inthe face of Princes, Of all 
which, if there were a fire made, as was 
of the bookes of curious Artes, Ads 19. 
we mighttrucly ſay of it, as Agefilaus ſaid 
of the Vlurers Billes and Bonds, when he 
ſaw them all of a light fire, that heneuer 
ſaw a brighter, or a better fire in his life. 
The flame whereof perhaps might expiate 
C's ſome

ſome part of cheir offence, which other- 
wiſe will one day helpe to increaſe their 
flame ; when they ſhall wiſh with him, 
that they had acucr had ſomuch lcarniog, 
as to know how to write a letter, hauin 
done more harme to the Church of God 
by their writing, then cuer they were able 
tro doegood by all cheir learning, 

Notthat I think it not lawfullto write 
inmartters of controuerſie ; for it' is nor 
only lawfull, bur cxpedient and ncceflary 
inſomecalcs, that Truth ſbould bee inflified 
of ber children ; ſoit bee done in Scafon, 
with lcarhing, grauity, moderation, and 
iudgement. Bur I hold it neither neceſla- 
* xy, nor fir, for cucry man in defence, or 
pretence of the tructh , to anſwer cuc 
dog that barkes with barking againe. And 
it is but the diſtempered paſſion of ſome, 
to thinke the truth berrayd, except they 
writc and. fight for ir. For he that enters 
ypon the publike defence and mainte- 
nance of any cauſe, without neceſlity 
compelling , or autheritic calling him 
thereunto,is either comentious, of itt dan« 
gerio be contentious, But 
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Butl ay no morcinthis: point. If auy 
men lift to bee contentiaus , Wee hone no ſuch 
euflome , neither the Church of Ged, 1.Cor.1 1. 
6. For the Churches cuſtome. hath beene, 
andeucrought to beethis; ro fly conten- 
tion,and by allmcanes to follow peace., And

We mult vicall means, ro -hauc peace with 

allmen ; in Religion,ſo-farrc as may ſtand 

with'the'tructhof God, and of a goud 

conſcience; in-State, ſo farre, as with 

honourand fafery wee may ; and in pri- 

uateone with another, lo five as ON our 

parts with any conuenient polsibility we 

can. Forſome ſuch contentious and yn- 

quietſpirits there are , that wee canhaue 

no peace withithem :Not only contentions, 
bur lowers of contention, 1.Cor.11. 16.Such as 

bate peace, "ho when wee fþbake to them of 
peace; arealtogtther for warre , Plal. 220. 6. 
Withthele, there is no:peace to bee: had. 
And therefore in this calc,it is cnough for

And thus following peace with men, 
we ſhall hauepeace with God; evonwith 
the God-of peace, who will bee with vs

Firſt, in the kinds of ir; which we may 
conceaue tobe two, the one imputed, and 
the other imparted. Our imputed holines, 
is the holines of Chriſt, crucly. and pro- 
rly inhercotinhim; butſo imputed vn- 
toys of God, through Faithin him , that 
we are thereby accepted , and reputcd as 
holy in the ſight of God, as if it were in- 
herently invs. But beſides this holines im- 
putcd to vs,therc is another holines impar- 
tcd to vs : which is cither Habuuall, or 
Actuall; wrought in ys, or wroughtby vs. 
Habituall holines imparted to vs, is a dis 
vine ſpirituall qualitic wroughtin ys, by 
the Spirit of God, whereby we are renew» 
ed'in the Spirit of our mindes , and inducd 
wich all (ach c-n9ng, wh + and fauing gra- 
Ccs,as arc proper to the Saints. Now how- 
ſocuer wee mult follaw Helines, in both 
theſe kindes, labouring 10 be found in Chrift, 
10; baning our owne holines ; but that which is 
through the Faith of (briſt , as the Apoltle 
ſpeaketh, Phil.z.9. As alſo thatholinclle,

Saint Lames, by the cleanſing of our hands, and 
the purging of our hearts , Tames 4. 8. Forit - 
is not enough, ro carrie a faire ſhew of ho- 
limes, in the open parts and-paſſages of our 
life, and to hauc our ſccrct, and vnſcene
